; In my opinion the answer to your third 
question would be yes. It is recopnized that the recipients are 
the actual purchasers of the foods and servicoS. ‘fowever they may 
only make purchases which are authorized by your Departnent and 
whon s0 properly authorized payment is gueranteed by the Dor rtnente 
In the strictest sense tho Depcrtmont is a strangor to tho transe 
action but tho practicalities are such that the Departacnt is a part 
of the buying and selling transaction. |
